THE BISIIOP^S TESTIMONY. 


Case W ill Probably Be Coiicliidea To­ 
morrow— It Lfioks Bad for 


the Defendant. 


Casper 
J. 
Wagner, 
formerly 
known as 
Father 
Dominick, who 
figured in the papers during S ep­ 
tember and October as the seducer 
and abductor of Maud Steidel, and 
who is now in jail on four separate 
charges, was placed on trial at St. 
Joseph yesterday afternoon in the 
criminal court for the embezzlement 
of about $1,500 of the funds of St. 
M a ry ’s Catholic church, of which 
he was up to the time of his trouble 
. the pastor. 


When his case was called, 
says 
*'this morning’s Herald, 
the 
court 
room was 
crowded 
with 
a great 
throng who 
jostled 
and elbowed 
each other in their eitorts to get a 
good 
position 
from 
which 
they 
could obtain a view of the famous 
ex-priest. 
Several times 
did 
the 
court have to order the spectators 
seated, but there were no seats, and 
hundreds were compelled to stand 
in 
the corridors outside, craning 
their necks to catch a glimpse of 
the man whose name for two weeks 
was in every paper in the United 
States as the priest w*ho had for­ 
feited his priestly office and mar­ 
ried the girl with whom he had 
been intimate for three years after 
having given her the sum of about 
.$5, oco. 


A large number of curious wo­ 
men were in the court room, but 
Mrs, 
XIaud Wagner, 
nee Steidel, 
Whe bride and victim of the prison­ 
er, could not be discovered in the 
room. 
As ?. matter of fact, it is 
stated that since her marriage and 
^ 
during her husband’s incarceration 
she has never once called on him at 
the jail. 
Wagner himself, however, 
'► 
did net seem downcast by this fact, 
and 
manifested 
little 
uneasiness 
when the jury was being selected. 
H e consulted with his attorneys in 
a business-like way, 
and when the 
jury was finally selected, sat per­ 
fectly 
quiet 
while 
the 
attorneys 
were making their opening state­ 
ments, telling what they expected 
to prove. 
T h e first witness called for the 
' 
state was Bishop Maurice F. Burke, 
of the diocese of St. Joseph. 
The 
bishop 
said that, 
when he 
took 
charge, 
Father 
Dominick 
was 
' 
pastor of St. M a ry ’s and was also 
' 
agent for 
the parish in collecting 
and disbursing its funds. 
He told 
how* Wagner had come to h^'m last 
spring and explained that he owed 
the abbot 
of 
New Engleberg at 
Conception some $5,000 which he 
' ^ h a d borrowed to purchase the lots 
and build the church at XIain and 
Cherry. 
He w’as paying 6 per cent 
for 
this loan, 
he 
said, but had 
found a man in Chicago w’ho would 
....--take the loan at 5 per cent, and he 
asked the bishop’s 
permission to 
make the necessary transfer. 
The 
bishop did this, 
signing the 
new 
note with Wagner, 
as it 
was his 
duty to do. 
Later he found that 
the abbot had received about $i,- 
000 less than the amount called for 
by Wagner w’hen he made a state­ 
ment as to the indebtedness. 
He 
accused Wagner of either being dis­ 
honest or criminally stupid and said 
the matter must be fixed up, but so 
far it has never been straightened 
out. 
When XIr. 
Parrish objected 
to 
the 
bishop 
stating 
anything 
that occurred in the way of a short­ 
age prior to Oct. 
7, he made a 
lengthy argument to show that the 
indictment charged that Wagner as 
agent of the parish on Oct. 7 had 
embezzled certain money and that 
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anything that happened before that 
time should not be admitted. 
I he court, 
how*ever, 
overruled 
the 
objection and 
Bishop 
Burke 
proceeded. 
He said, on cross ex­ 
amination, 
that he had never ex ­ 
communicated Wagner, but when the 
priest was married he becameexcom- 
municated by the laws of the church. 
He 
further 
stated 
that 
he, 
as 
bishop, should have had the notes 
taken up by Wagner, but so far as 
he could remember they w*ere never 
turned over to him. 
His idea was 
that the parish had been obligated 
for about $1,000 more than it had 
got 
the benefit of. The bishop’s 
examination was not concluded and 
he will be on the stand again today. 
-In connection with the case it is 
said that when Wagner went to pay 
off the obligation to New Engle- 
berg’s abbot he succeeded in getting 
an 
abatement 
of 
about 
$r,ooo, 
which was to be considered as a 
donation by tlie abbey to St. XIary’r, 
parish, but the claim is made that 
Wagner appropriated this sum to 
his own use, and never turned it in 
to the parish at all. 
The abbot 
will probably testify toflay and the 
case will laardly be concluded be­ 
fore tomorrow. 
Wagner was seen after the court 
adjourned, and seemed confident of 
a favorable terminaticn of the case.

According to the New York World, 
Mexico’s jump ing bean has had its 
day, and the “ hinge l)ug” is the 
fad of the hour. 
The hinge bug is 
longer, brighter, more activ e, more 
ambitious than any mem ber of the 
beetle farnih* yet discov ered. 
He 
can jump further, he is more activ e 
in many ways than any of his class, 
and he can simulate death lik e a 
'p ossum, but w hat is more to the 
p oint of this story, he offers an op ­ 
p ortunity to gamble on his mov e­ 
ments. 
A t m a tu rity the bug is 
about one and a qu a rte r inches long. 
It has a short thorax and a long ab- 
lomen. 
The two eyes are tiny cir­ 
cles of deep black , surrounded by a 
white rim. 
Two v ery p rom inent 
white rings on the thorax, a qu a rte r 
of an inch behind the eyes, are m is­ 
tak en for the eyes up on a cursory 
glance. 
Lik e all beetles, this one seems to 
be encased in a shell, which, as 
a 
m atter of fact, is b u t a horny cov ­ 
ering of the wings, which a t night 
it unfolds and uses in flying about. 
I t has six legs, lik e all beetles, and 
p rom inent antennae. 
I t liv es on 
the smaller insect life found on the 
bark s of liv ing trees and rotten logs 
by day, and a t night when on the 
wing dev ours these inferior m em bers 
of its sp ecies tha t are out of its 
class. 
E v erything in liv ing natu re has 
its means of defense. 
The ’p ossum 
p lays dead. 
The hinge bug lies on 
its back , conceals his six legs and 
look s lik e a twig. 
W hen danger has 
p assed he mak es a sp asmodic mov e­ 
ment, and in some way loosens this 
rem ark able hinge, w*ith the result 
tha t he leap s into the air a m a tte r 
of two to tw’enty inches, tu rning 
ov er in his flight, landing on his six 
legs, and scam p ering off, should he 
land squarely. If he should fall again 
on his back he “ lays dead” for a mo­ 
m ent or tw*o and then mak es anoth­ 
er v ault. 
W hen in the recum bent p osition 
a slight touch on the “ hinge” causes 
him to forget his p retense of death, 
and he leap s wildly into the air. 
A nd tha t in a general and unscien­ 
tific way is all tha t can be said about 
the “ hinge bug.” 
I t has no doubt been crawling 
through the woods of N orth A m er­ 
ica since the w*oods of N orth A m er­ 
ica took on their foliage, b ut it was 
left to an a rtist named Anthony, 
wUose sum m er home is a t Clifton, 
S taten island, and who k nows a 
grea t deal about bugs and other 
things, to introduce a few ev enings 
ago to an assemblage of Richmond 
county brewers an op p ortunity to 
exchange their money through a 
game more rap id in its action than 
“ p inochle,” liv elier than dominoes, 
and fully as uncertain as “ sp ieling 
the dice.” 
In the center of an ordinary round 
table a circle is drawn, one foot in 
diameter.
